Her 
property consists of fifty shares of the 
capital stock of the Byrd Sarsaparilla 
Planting Company of the par value of 
$10 pet share. His property consists, ac- 
cording to the schedule, principally of 
furniture and household goods, besides an 
interest in the Byrd Sarsaparilla Plant- 
ing Company. 

Colonel Byrd Is Sick. 

Colonel Byrd is at present quite ill 
at the Grady hospital, where he has been 
for the last two weeks, suffering from 
nervous prostration. His condition has 
been so serious that no one has been 


permitted to see’ him except his daugh-

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CHEERS CIVEN 
TD CHAMBERLAI 


British Colonial Secretary Cor- 
dally Received at Durban, 


His Speeches Notable for Their 
Strong Tone of Conciliation. 
He Pays High Tribute to 
the Valor Displayed 
by tho Boers. 


Durban, Natal, December 26.—Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain and Mrs. Chgem- 
berlain, who left Portsmouth, Eng., No- 
vember 25 on the armored cruiser Good 
Hope, landed here at 10:30 this morning. 
They received a warm welcome from 
large crowds of people. The long speeches 
made by Mr. Chamberlain in the course 
of the receptions were notable for their 
strong tone fof conciliation and his ex- 
Pression of confidence in Lord Milner, 
British high commissioner in South 
Africa, 

Bearing in mind seemingly the rumors 
that his visit would lead to the displace- 
ment of Lord Milner, Mr. Chamberlain 
declared his belief that his visit would 
have the effect of strengthening the hand 
of Lord Milner, who, he hoped, would be 
as great in conciliation as he had been 
in the maintenance of the rights of the 
empire. 

Referring to the war the colonial sec- 
retary said the Dutch and the British 
had fought in courageous rivalry. Be- 
tween the two races, not kindred in ori- 
gin or nature, such a struggle for su- 
premacy had been inevitable, From that 
Struggle two proud and kindred races 
would grow in mutual respect, apprecia- 
tion and lasting friendship. 

“Victor and vanquished,’ said Mr. 
Chamberlain, ‘‘bravely played their parts. 
We scorn to glory in our triumph; the 
enemy need fear no humiliations in their 
defeat. Let us see, as Britons worthy of 
the name, that nothing be done to revive 
the animosities of the past. We must 
give our new fellow-subjects equality of 
position with ourselves. We ask, how- 
ever, something in return; it is with them 
that the issue lies. We hold out our hand 
and ask them to takb it without thought 
of the past, but frankly and in the spirit 
in which it is offered. 

Mr. Chamberlain elaborated his theme 
with eloquence and was loudly cheered. 
He announced incidentally the acceptance 
of the Boer offer to fight in Somiland.

NOT YET MAGE PUBLIC 


It Is Known, However, That Vene- 
zuela Will Not Have to Pay 
Nearly as Much as the Sum 
First Mentioned by 
the Allies. \

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Washington, Decem#er 26.—President 


Roosevelt will not be ithe arbitrator of | 
the Venezuelan controversy. The whole | 
vexatious subject will be referred to The 
Hague tribunal for adjudication. 

Epitomized, this was the situation as 
it had resolved itself at the conclusion of 
the cabinet meeting today. The -meet- 
ing was not so long as the sessions of the. 
exbinet usually are. All the members ex- 
cept Secretary Root were present. The 
Venezuelan question was the principal 
and practically the only topic of general 
concern under consideration. Secretary 
Hay presented the net results of his 
eable correspondence with the govern- | 
ments at London; Berlim, Rome and Car- 
acas. In accordance with the suggestion 
made several. days ago by President 
Roosevelt through’ Secretary Hay, Prest- 
dent Castro, of Veneziiela, was reported 
to have agreed to submit the differences 
between his government and the Euro- 
pean powers to the arbitration of the 
tribunal at The Hague. The European 
powers not only consented to submit the 
controversy to arbitration, but, while 
they had expressed a preference for an 
arbitration to be conducted by President 
Roosevelt, they had assented to his sug- 
gestion that the matter be referred to 
The Hague, 

The presentation of the case met the 
hearty approval of the members of the 
cabinet. ‘No -fear is expressed by the 
administration that thé Monroe doctrine 
will be brought into the controversy in 
any manner that might result in any 
embarrassing situation for the United 
States. Secretary Hay is preparing 4 
note to the powers, if’ Which the gratifi- 
cation of this government is expressed 
for the course agreed upon’ by them in 
settlement of the pending difficulties. 

No intimation is given of the conditions 
which may have been imposed by the 
European powers or by President Castro 
precedent to the arbitration. It is known 
that Great Britain was willing to sulmit 
the subject to the arbitration of President 
Roosevelt practically without conditions, 
but the suggestion is made that one, and 
perhaps two, of the other powers involved 
proposed some conditions which might 
have proved embarrassing to the presi- 
dent had he undertaken the responsibility 
of determining the question. 

It is understood that some money must 
pass, but it is also known that the 
amount .of cash to be required of Vene- 
guela before arbitration is not nearly 80 
large as has been stated. It is not pos- 
sible to learn, either, whether the allies 
insist upon apologies from Castro, and 
while it is assumed that the blockade will. 
be speedily raised, no arrangement to 
that end has yet been made. The ener- 
gies of the negotiations are now being -de- 
voted to the framing of what will be 
known as a condition protocol, and it is 
hoped that while this class of document 
does not undertake to closely define issues 


to be presented, it will still contain a 
provision for the removal of the blockade,

If Mexico Were To Discard It 
India and China Might 
Do the Same. 


Mexico City, December 26.—The papers 
all comment on the arrival of W. J. 
Bryan here, but it is understood that his 
visit is merely one of’ pleasure and 
recreation, he being accompanied ‘by his 
wife and caildren. Talking on the sii- 
ver question, he said: 

“While India has suspended the coin- 
age of silver, she still uses silver as her 
money, and England. coins a large number 
of rupees annually for India’s needs. If 
Mexico were to adopt the goid standard 
it would naturally reduce stil] further 
the price of silver, and if Mexico, in spite 
of being a large producer of silver, were 
to discard that metal as the standard 
money, it is not improbable that India 
and China might be led by tne same in- 
fluences to do the same thing. While 
this is only speculation, it is a possi- 
bility that must be considered; an dddi- 
tion of seven hundred million of people 
to the present gold-using population of 
the world would cause an enormous de- 
mand for gold over and above the present 
demand. No one can estimate accurately 
the effect of such a demand onthe pur- 
chasing power of gold, but it could hardly 
fail to materially reduce prices and en- 
hance the value of money and fixed tn- 
vestments.”’

Movement of Miners To Pay

Indianapolis, Ind., December 2%.—Ilt !s 
probable that at the coming convention 
of the United Mine Workers of America 
&@ movement will be inaugurated to iIn- 
crease the salaries of President Mitchell 
and Secretary Wilson. At present Mr. 
Mitchell receives $1,800 a year, while Mr. 
Wilson’s compensation is $1,400. During 
the strike both of these men, with the 
other officers, contributed 2 per cent of 
thelr wages to the strike fund. The friends 
of the officers will ask that the salaries 
be raised. The miners are looking for- 
ward to securing an increase In pay for 
themselves, inasmuch as they claim the 
operators have had a_ successful season 
and they want to share the profits. The 
Mine Workers’ Journal, the organ of the 
organization, takes it for granted that an 
increase will be allowed. The only spea- 
ulation it sees is as to the exact increase 
to be determined on 

The credentials and auditing commit- 
tee of the mine workers will meet here 
again Monday to begin the canvass of the 
vote of the locals for the national offi- 
cials, and the credentials of the delegates 
to the annual wage conference to be held 
here in January and February. The polls 
in the election of officers will be closed 
Wednesday and the credentials of all dele- 
gates must be received at the national 
headquarters here by January 9. 

The wage conference will break al] ree- 
ords for laber conventions. Last year 
there were about 1,000 delegates, repre- 
senting a membership af nearly 350.000. It 
is expected there will be over 1,200 del- 
egates to the coming convention as the 
organization has had a great growth.

By a unanimous action of the police 
board of commissioners at the special 
méeting last night, the city council will 
be requested to make the salary of the 
chtef of police $3,000 per year, which is 
an increase of $80). 

The motion to this effect was made by 
Commissioner Jones and seconded by 
Commissioner Day. Captain English, 
chairman of the board, heartily indorsed 
the action of the board, and before the 
vote was taken he made a strong speech 
in favor of the increase, saying that it 
was impossible for the city to keep the 
right man in the place unless he was 
paid a sufficient,salary. Captain English 
showed that the position demanded a 
larger salary, saying that the service 
rendered by the chie* of police was great- 
er than that rendered by the head of 


any other department. 

Commissioner Day, in seconding the mo- 
tion, gave as his reasons that the city 
had grown to much larger proportions, 
and that the responsibility of the chief 
had increased ‘since the last raise had 
been made in the salary of that officer. 
This is” the first time the board has 
made such a recommendation to council. 

Commissioner Jones favored raising the 
salaries of all the officers, and made a 
strong speech in favor of the board mak- 
ing such a recommendation to the city 
council. 

By motion of Commissioner Fox, the 
board voted to recommend an increase 
of $150 a year in the salary of each of 
the three captains. The salary of a cap- 
tain at present is $1,200, and if the pro- 
posed increase is adopted they will get 
$1,850. Dr. Fox also moved an dncreases 
of 2% cents a day in the pay of the ser- 
geants, which will make the amount re- 
ceived by these officers $2.7 a day. 

| The Chief Is Thanked. 

By a hearty and unanimous vote the 
board at its meeting last night adopted 
the following resolution of thanks, offered 
by Commissioner Jones, to Chief Ball and 
his officers and men for the excellent 
order preserved in the city on Christmas 
eve night: 

“Whereas, great disorder has hereto- 
fore been created and pandemonium reign- 
ed supreme during the Christmas holidays 
in the business section of our city, to 
the detriment of the trade of our mer- 
chants and great hinderance to the nu- 
merous shoppers —. — Christ- 
mas purchases; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That this board extend Chief 
J. W. Ball, the officers and men of the 
force, who worked many hours overtime, 
and without a single: murmur, a hearty 
vote of thanks for the valuable services 
rendered by them in preserving peace and 
good order in the business section of our 
city on Christmas eve nigne.”’ 

Captain English commended the chief 
and his men for the excellent work taney 
had done in preserving the peace on this 
usually boistrous and rough night. 
‘The board has asked council for an in- 
crease of 24 men in the regular force. 
There are at present 126 men on the force, 
and it was shown at the meeting last 
nignt that 150 men are not too many for 
a city the size of Atlanta. The force has 
been increased but 6 men since 1895, while 
the population of the city has increased 
more than 40 per cent. 

The vote on the new application blank 
which has been prepared by Chief Ball 
was to nave been taken at the meeting 
last night, but owing to the fact of Mayor 
Mims’ absence on account of illness the 
vote was postponed till Monday, when a 
call meeting will be held in, the office 
of the mayor. 

During the meeting last night Mayor 
Mims called Commissioner Jones to the 
‘phone and requested him to ask the com- 
Jnissioners to postpone action till he could 
be present. Mayor Mims is heartily in 
favor of the new application blank, and 
he wishes to have the pleasure of voting 
for the same.

The first elec- 
tion and second election of members 
was fixed in the constitution, and sub- 
sequent elections biennially were to 
occur on the first Wednesday in Octo- 
ber from the year 1880, “until the day

assembly after the ratification of tle 
constitution was fixed on the fourth 
Wednegday in October, 1878, “and an- 
nually thereafter, on the same day, un- 
til the day shall be changed by law.” 
Now the general assembly has changed 
the day of its meeting “by law,” and 
its right to do so cannot be questioned, 
we think, with the scantest show of

Hague péacé convention, became a 
party to the international agreement 
under which The Hague arbitration tri- 
bunal was organized, they evidently 
had in mind the possibility of future 
peril to the Monroe doctrine, when the 
signatures of their delegates to the im- 
portant compact were prefaced by the 
following significant declaration:

foreign state, nor shall anything contain- 
ed in the said convention be so construed 
to imply a relinquishment by the United 
States of America of its traditional atti- 
tude toward purely American questions. 

Here was an exceedingly opportune 
Monrovian disclaimer and pronounce- 
ment, and with such a distinct under- 
standing had in advance, it is hard to 
see how the fears expressed in certain 
quarters .o have The Hague tribunal 
arbitrate the Venezuelan imbroglio are 
well founded. The import of such 
fears is that the Monroe doctrine will 
be endangered when a matter involv- 
ing the same even indirectly comes be- 
fore this international, but dominantly 
European, tribunal for adjudication. 

The Monroe doctrine is not in the 
remotest sense concerned in the ar- 
bitrament of Venezuela’s troubles with 
her creditor nations by The Hague 
court of arbitration. America’s deep 
concern to have the imbroglio arbitrat- 
ed may be largely based on the rela- 
tion Venezuela sustains to her under 
the Monroe doctrine, in certain con- 
tingencies, but should these threatened 
contingencies materialize, “America’s 
hands are not and cannot be tied by 
any international convention or any 
nation. 

The part of wisdom would most as- 
suredly be to let Venezuela and her 
pugnacious creditors go to Holland 
with their quarrel. We have only a 
peacemaker’s interest in it, in so far 
as the events connected therewith 
have developed.

BCRETARY OF STATE PHIL 

COOK granted a charter yesterday 

to the Cypress Canal Company, of 
Bainbridge. There is nothing particular- 
ly unusual about this charter, except 
that it is the first one that has ever 
been granted under the law passed in 
189, nearly ten years ago, providing 
that charters for canal and navigation 
companies should be issued by the secre- 
tary of state. 

Prior to the passage of this law char- 
ters to canal companies were always 
granted by the legislature. The matter of 
granting charters to railroad companies 
had just previously been put in charge 
of the secretary of State, and shortly 
after the same was done with regard to 
canal, navigation, telegraph and express 
companies. Up to yesterday no charter 
had ever been granted by the secretary 
of state to a navigation company under 
this law. 

The incorporators of the Cypress Canal 
Company are Frederick M. Stearns and 
Frederick C. Moseley, of Boston,, Mass.; 
A. 8.’Mohr and H. B. Gaskin, of Apala- 
chicola, Fla, and A. lL. Townsend, of 
Bainbridge, Ga. The capital stock of the 
new canal company is to be $10,000, with 
the privilege of increasing it to $200,000. 
The canal which the company proposes 
to build will run through the counties of 
Calhoun, Clay, Early, Miller and Deca- 
tur, connecting with the Chattahoochee 
river in Decatur county. It will run 
through an important timber and agricul- 
tural belt and will no doubt prove an 
important factor in the transportation of 
the products of that section, 


Senator Park Here. 

Senator Walter G. Park, of the thirty- 
seventh district, came up from LaGrange 
yesterday and spent the day in the city. 
Senator Park is an earnest advocate of 
the revision of the state’s tax laws, and 
said yesterday he thought the legislature 
should make it its first duty to look into 
the matter of establishing a state board 
of tax equalizers with boards of tax as- 
sessors in each county in the state.

Now that the present legislature has two 
more sessions of fifty days each, it has 
plenty of time to do this work, and the 
question ought to be gone into thoroughly 
and without delay.”

Notice to Collectors. 
Comptroller General Wright bas begun 
sending out his annual notices to tax

It is believed that the company will be 
able to secure an extension of time from 
some of the creditors and that the con- 
duct of the business will not be interrupt- 
ed in the least. The store had a fine stock, 
but the unseasonable weather which has 
prevailed tais winter was not favorable 
to trade, and while tne firm met a num- 
ber of its obligations there were several 
accounts which fell due at a time when 
it was, so it was said, impossible to 
cover them. 

The firm of Hayes, Wellborn & Baker 
is one of the youngest dry goods houser 
in the city and is composed of young 
men who are popular both socially and in 
a business way.

A few weeks ago Pike county 
was not in the belt of disturbance, but 
recently bands have been organized in 
that county and numerous outrages are 
reported. 

Advices just received from a country 
neighborhoo¢ in Amite county state that 
an old negro was whipped nearly to 
death two or three nights since by the 
rignt riders for refusing to obey the or- 
der to leave the county. Numerous otner 
outrages of a minor character are re- 
ported from Amite and Franklin, and the 
negroes are panic-stricken over the hos- 
tility that is being shown them. 

Fearing that handwriting might be iden- 
tified, all of the notices given to the ne- 
groes to leave in the four counties are 
‘typewritten, and Lundreds of them have 
been placed on forked sticks in front of 
the negro cabins. 

In the Borue Chitto neighborhvod, 
which is one of the hotbeds of troubie, the 
whitecappers have declared that the ne- 
gsroes shall not work ‘n eaw mills and 
lumter manufacturing plants, and they 
are being warned to ‘‘g?t on farms own- 
ed by white men and make an honest liv- 
ing.” The negroes apparently do not 
seem to realize just what the night riders 
expecie them to do and have quit employ- 
ment and are waiting for developments 

Merchants. are being notified to quit fur- 
nishing supplies to negroes on credit, and 
the typewritten notices state that further 
business of this kind will not bs tolerated. 
The Bogue Chitto organization of white- 
cappers is said to contain fully one hu - 
dred members, a majority of whom are 
young men, 

The cnnosition to whitecapism in Lin- 
coln county has won a decided advantage 
and victcry in the resignation of Dr. A. 
M. Newman, president of the Farmers’ 
League, cf that county. This league was 
organized some time since for what Dr. 
Newman regarded as legitimate purposes, 
but since it has degenerated into a band 
of whitecappers he has tendered his re- 
signation and signifies his willingness t> 
cooperate with the county authorities for 
the suppression of the lawless element 

Grave fears are being entertained that 
a eontinuanée of the outrages in the 
counties will resalt in race riots and 
pitched battles between blacks ard whites. 
Fortunately, for the sake of peace and 
good omer, the negroes lack leadership. 
If organization war being urged by men.- 
bers of the race bent on resistance much 
bloodshed would have ensued ere this. 
The negroes have been docile, however, 
and a majority of them obey the orders 
of thé whitecappers.

LEPER COLONY 


Twenty-four Unfortunates Se- 
cluded by the Governor 


Natives Refuse to Allow Their 
- Sick to Receive Medical 
Attention — Island’s 
Finances Are Bad. 


Washington, December 26.—The annual 
report of Commander Seaton Schroeder, 
governor of the island of Guam, which 
is dated July 16 and which has just 
reached the navy department, indicates 
a rather serious condition in the island’s 
finances, owing to the fallure of’ congress 
| to appropriate the sum asked for last 
year. The receipts last year were, in 
round numbers, $66,000 and the expendi- 
tures $57,000, leaving a balance of $8,000, 
which, however, is a decrease of over 
$13,000 in the cash balance of the preced- 
| ing year. This loss is due largely to the 

unexpected expense incident to the estab- 
lishment of a leper colony and the de- 
crease of over $10,000 in import duties. 

Commander Schroeder reports that it 
has been deemed prudent to stop all work 
of public improvement until further ap- 
propriations are made. The value of ex- 
ports and imports during the year have 
been, respectively, $35,549 and $35,165. The 
exports consisted almost entirely of Mex- 
ican dollars. Not a pound of copra has 
been exported, and neither cocoa nor 
coffee has been produced in sufficient 
quantities to supply the home market, 
owing to the slow recoveries from the 
effects of the quarantine of 1900. The 
governor suggests that it would be a 
great boon if the départment of agricul- 
ture would establish an experiment ata- 
tion in the island. 

The governor recommends that if a 
Philippine dollar of fixed value is to be 
coined under the laws of the United 
States it be made legal tender also 
| in Guam in place of the present Mexican 
dollar. The census taken last August 
shows the total population to be 9,676, of 
whom only forty-six are foreigners. four- 
teén being citizens of the United States. 
The latter does not include officers and 
men of the navy or other civil employees 
temporarily imported from the United 
States. Above the age of 7, 46 per cent 
of the natives read and write Spanish. 
He says that the natives still continue 
to refuse to allow their sick to receive 
medical attention, but that.conditions are 
improving. an excess of births over 
deaths being shown by each of the two 
years. 

Commander Schroeder says that there 
are now twenty-four lepers in seclusion 
at Tumon Bay. The governor recom- 
mends improvements in facilities for edu. 
cation. and also that the laws of the gov- 
ernment of the island should be remodel- 
ed and codified. The governor savs there 
is a desire for United States citizenship 
among persons domiciled in the island. 
He calls attention to the case of Pedro 
M. Duarte, at present the auditor of the 
island. He occupies an anomalous posi- 
tion. He was an officer in the Spanish 
army, who resigned after the war and 
who obtained an acceptance of renuncia- 
tion of allegiance. The result is that to-~- 
day he ts a citizen of no country. 

The governor recommends an appro- 
priation of about $43,000 for public im- 
provements.

' Dangerously Wounded—Diffi- 
culty Began Over Arrest 
of Wells on Day 
Previous. .

Fort Valley, Ga., December 2.—(Sgp 
cial.)—A very unfortunate homieide oc- 
curred here just before dark this after- 
noon. 

W. H. Wells, a young carpenter, was 
Shot near the heart and instantly killed 
by Will, Joiner, a carpenter, who re- 
ceived a bullet in his right breast, though 
the wound is not considered dangerous. 

The shooting occurred near the ventral 
business portion of the town and was 
witnessed at a distance by several parties. 
However, owing to the suddenness with 
which the difficulty was precipitated and 
the rapidity of the firing, no coherent 
Statement is obtainable from eye-wit-+ 
nesses, 

Joiner, who did the killing, makes the 
following statement: 

“Yesterday, while talking with friends, 
Wells came up, intoxicated, and, drawing 
his pistol, ordered the crowd to dance or 
disperse. The crowd scattered. 

“Wells was summoned before council 
today for disorderly conduct. Upon meet- 
ing him today he accused me of reporting 
him to Officer Newell and being paid 
therefor. This I denied, and mutual 
friends suggested that we drop the mat- 
ter and shake hands as friends. 

“I consented, but Wells refused, and 
asked that I step aside and talk the mat- 
ter over with him privately, 

“We had only gone a few yards when 
he renewed his accusation and began 
abusing me. I asked him to desist, but 
instead of doing so he slapped me twice 
In the face and drew his pistol and began 
firing. 

“With the appearance of his gun I 
pulled mine and the shooting began. Af- 
ter firing two shots, knowing I was 
wounded, I turned and ran. I regret 
Wells’ death, but was forced to shoot. for 
self-protection.” 

Joiner has lived in this neighborhood 
his entire life,.and has a nice family. 
Wells is unmarried. His parents are good, 
respectable people and live on a farm 
between here and Perry. '

Not only that, but unless somethine is 
promptly done it will be a long time be- 
fore an increased appropriation will be 
made for the purchase of the land. 

When the house committee on public 
buildings and grounds approved the item 
of $170,000 for the purchase of the half 
Square adjoining the present building, it 


the late postmaster, Major Smythe, and 
from expert business sources—that this 
Sum was ample to cover the value of the 
lend and the buildings upon it. This item 
was put in the bill largely through the 
influence of Mr. Mercer, of Nebraska, 
chairman of the committee, though 1t had 
all the time the hearty support of Mr. 
Brantley, the Georgia member. There 
was strong pressure from other sources 
upon the committee and it took a good 
deal of log-rolling on the part of Mr. 
Brantley and Mr. Mercer to put the At- 
lanta appropriation through. Mr. Mer- 
cer’s active interest in the matter was 
due to his friendship for Colonel Liv- 
ingston, who, as a member of the appro- 
priations committee, had been in a posi- 
tion to favor Mr. Mercer upon different 
occasions. Colonel Livingston made it a 
personal matter with the chairman of 
the committee and finaly the item went 
into the bill. ' 

All this is in a sense ancient history, 
but I'am recalling it ‘because it does not 
hurt to let the interested parties under- 
stand that it took a lot of work to get the 
origina] appropriation. 

Much Disappointment. 

At the office of the supervising arch- 
tect of the treasury, which has jurisdic- 
tion of all public building matters aiter 
an appropriation has heen made, there 
has been considerable disappointment 
over the way things have been delayed 
in Atlanta. It was expected that the 
property would have been acquired before 
congress assembled on the Ist of this 
month so that conditions would have 
been advanced to a point where a ciaim 
for an appropriation for half a million 
dollars, or more, for a fine new public 
building could have been pressed before 
congress. It is expected that a few pub- 
lic building appropriations will be made 
at this session, though it is unusual to 
have such appropriations at both sessions 
of a congress. Still, there are some mat- 
ters pressing, and it was hoped that Colo- 
nel Livingston, with the active aid of Mr. 
Mercer, might be able to get Atlania into 
any such bill as comes from the commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Mercer’s aid was assured. The able 
Nebraskan failed of election last Novem- 
ber, owing to the work done against him 
by a bolting faction in his party, so this 
is his last session—for the present at least. 
Having been active in securing the ap- 
propriation for the purchase of the addi- 
tional land, and being thoroughly familiar 
with the needs of Atlanta, he would have 
been glad to carry on the good_work had 
conditions in Atlanta been such that any 
forward move could have been made. 

Nothing cun, of course, be done until af- 
ter the land is secured. If it develops that 
the final decision concerning the value of 
the property fixes the total above that 
appropriated at the last session, the whole 
thing comes to a standstill. .1f an addi 
tional appropriation for the land is made 
necessary by the decision of the court, 
the whole project will be up in the air for 
a good while to come. 

There is a feeling here that somebody’s 
greediness is responsible for the pres- 
ent status of affairs. The officials of 
the treasury and the members of the 
house committee may be wrong in their 
belief that the $170,000 appropriated by 
congress is a good price for the property 
taken as a whole, but being somewhat 
familiar with the ways of human nature, 
these gentlemen retain that belief. The 
net result is that the warmth of feeling 
in favor of the Atlanta project has cool- 
ed perceptibly; and unless some forward 
step is taken in the very near future, it 
is not overstating the case to say that 
all the work will have to be done over 
again. 7 

Can’t Be Paid on Account. 


The $170,000 cannot be paid on account. 
Unless the entire purchase can be com- 
pleted with that sum, the money re- 
mains in the treasury as if it had not 
been appropriated. In the new congress 
there will be a new chairman of buildings 
and grounds—in all probability a man not 
familiar with the needs of Atlanta and 
one whose friendship will have to be won 
as if nothing had ever been done 

What I am writing ts said not with the 
idea of criticising any person, for I have 
no idea who is at the bottom responsible 
for the present delay or for tne failure 
which seems in sight. I only know that 
it is greatly to the interest of Atlanta 
that its manifest need for this public im- 
provement should not be given a black 
eye, and I know also that unless some- 
thing is done very promptly we may be 
| worse off than if no appropriation had 
been made. 

If it had not been possible to complete 
the deal for the transfer of the property 
by tne opening of the present session, it 
should at least have been possible to 
have reached some definite understanding 
so that an effort to secure an additional! 
appropriation for the land could have been 
made. Very valuable time has been lost.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, December 26.—The activity 
or the buoyant tone developed in the 
stock market today came as something 
of a surprise. The market started off 
in as dull and listless a manner as pos- 
sible. The tightness of the money market 
was looked to as a factor to repress 
speculation, and this was the case early 
in the day, at which time the call loan 
rate rose to 12 per cent, with loans 
reported at 15 per cent. Later in the day 
it developed that lenders were over sup- 
plied and were left with considerable tunds 
on their hands ag a result of holding out 
for higher prices. The grounds of the 
animation in the stock market were not 
entirely plain. The early stages of the 
movement were congested in a few stocks 
and the prtnctpes buying in these shares 
Was by brokers often employed by large 
and well-known speculative interests, in- 
cluding the so-called western contingent. 
This was notably true of the buying of 
urie, Which was continued up to the close 
of the market, sustaining the general list 
by sympathy. ‘I'he ground of the buying 
was not stated, but ciaims were circulated 
of large earnings in __ prospect. Other 
Stocks were strong on individual causes. 
Rumors persisted of a ‘‘melon cutting’ 
for Great Northern stockholders. A Mon- 
tana judicial decision in a copper case 
gave rise to the usual claims of advant- 
age by both contending factions, and St. 
Paul's rise was accompanied py renewed 
claims that early action was to be taken 
on the new stock authorized. St. Paul 
ran off sharply at the close, when the di- 
rectors had adjourned their regular 
monthly meeting without action. The 
movement in People’s Gas was attributed 
to the reports that American gas mag- 
nates are to embark in the Paris field. 
The upward movement became too gen- 
eral, however, to be attributed to a 
merely sympathetic effect from _ the 
strength of individual stocks. Low-priced 
stocks came into special favor, and many 
of them were taken BP successively and 
Sharply advanced. The announcement 
that President Roosevelt had decided not 
to undertake the arbitration of the Vene- 
zuelan dispute had a reassuring effect, as 
it was felt to eliminate some risks Of com- 
plications. There was undoubtedly a gen- 
eral confidence, also, that the danger of 
serious trouble in the money market be- 
tween now and January 1 is practically, 
past, owing to the assurance against 
emergency provided by the bankers’ $50,- 
000,000 money pool and the stage to which 
preparations have reached for the Jan- 
uary 1 settlements. Confident estimates 
show that abgg red $132,000,000 will be dis- 
bursed during January in the New York 
market. The rather disappointing figures 
of the week’s grain exports were disre- 
garded. Some conjectures were current 
as to whether today’s rise on the call 
money 'to 15 per cent. constituted an 
emergency sufficiently serious to cause the 
bankers’ pool to draw on their $50,000,000 
fund, but no authoritative settlement was 
made on this point. The market closed 
firm and active.

“Corn exports aggregate 1,581,586 
against 1,596,581 last week, 424,330 last 
year and 4,111,105 in 1900. For the fiscal 
year exports are 8,188,878 bushels against 
10,550,245 last season and 94,383,079 in 1900. 

“Among the great industries, iron and 
steel, naturally quiet at this season of 
the year, still notes the projection of fuel 
scarcity affecting ;foduction of merchant 
furnaces east and west. The larger in- 
terests which control primary sources of 
fuel are, however, doing well, and the 
net reduction in output due to the coke 
trouble will be smaller than earlier antic- 
ipated. The better tone noted in the de- 
mand last week still continues. Struc- 
tural iron still leads.in strength and de- 
mand. Some heavy orders are being 
placed. Plates, like rails, are heavily 
sold ahead. Higher wages for coke work- 
ers are an item of increased cost, but 
the disposition to advance. ore prices 
probably will be combatted by the larger 
interests. Foreign pig iron has weak- 
ened, and the outlook abroad generally 
is rather poor. Railway building has 
been active this year—the heaviest, in 
fact. for fifteen years past—and showing 
a 12 per cent increase in mileage over a 
year ago. Speculative feeling in copper 
is better and talk of an improvement in 
the metal itself is heard.
